the direction of Harry Pelikan of Missouri, There were one hundred and thirty 
rogistered delegates and three hundred and fifty present on the final evening, 
For oloction results, see the Appendix in back of report. Pottsville, Ponnsy~ 
iwante received the bid for the 1957 National Convention. 


In a spooch made at National Convention, President D, $, Carlson said, “Thirteon 
yoars ago we wore a handful of members, today over four hundred. Five yoars 
ago wo dropped two hundred undesirable and delinquent members, Today wo have 
an active and progressive membership, Five years ago no regular publication, 
today a regular published magazine. Five years ago a weak constitution and by» 
laws, today a strong constitution and by-laws, Five years ago a lack of confi~ 
dence in the A.A MM. and its officers, todey a restored confidence demonstrated 
by accomplishments of its momboers, Five years ago, five dollar dues wore too 
much for what we had, today, twelve dollar dues is not enough for what wo got, 
Ton yoars ago hotels and cities did not want us, today they invite us to be 
thoir guest, Five years ago the public had no way of knowing for sure who tho 
reputable Masseurs and Massouses wore, today they have a sure moans of knowing, 
Fivo yoars ago we had no committees working, today we have eleven active comtie 
ittoos working, five years ago we had nine state chapters, today we havo twenty. 
two state chapters. Five years ago wo had no year book and registry, today wo 
have a fine one which is improving overy year, Five yoars ago we were afraid 

of overybody that tried to put pressure on us, today we are afraid of none. We 
have Learned to fight back, if we lose, wo have at least given a good account of 
ourselves," In closing President Carlson said he was jealous for us and wanted 
us to be good members so our future would be secure. 


On August 15, 1956, President Carlson issued a warning to all Officers, Director: 
Committee Charimen and Members to be cautious when demands were made of them for 
information from outsiders that have no interest in the A.A,M.M. He warned that 
much harm can come to the A.A.M.M, and years of effort lost by giving umauthor~ 
ized information to unlnow individuals, who either wish to gain advantagos at 
our expense, or who wish to use the information to hinder our growth and progress
